BU T it may now be thought full time 
to return to the head-branch of 
this noble family.

1 have already fpecified the many great 
and wonderful powers that God can im-.

The 
willof God is an eternal Fir £Q* JLovEto- 

• ' ward 
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ward his creatures, and goes forth in bleS^ 
ings upon them as wide and uawerfal as 
his own exiftence. But the wiB of the 
creature is confined and limited like its 
effence. While it is difiinft from, or un% 
informed by the wiH of God, it cannot 
poflibly ad beyond or out of itfclf ; it can- 
not poffibly feel for any thing except it> 
fetf ; it cannot wHh any welfare except its 
own welfare, and this it endeavours to 
compafs by die exertion of all its powers; 

From this diftind, felfifh, and craving 
will of the creature, fpiings every poiKble 
evil, whether natural or moral. From the 
preference of its own indentity to that of 
others, arifeth pride ; from the eagernefs 
of its grafping at all advantages to itfelf; 
arifeth the envy ofany imaginary ad van* 
t age to another, Pride, coveteoufaefs, and 
envy, beget hatred, wrath, and conten- 
tion, with every fpecies and degree of 
malevolence and malignity; and thedi& 
appointment of -thefe paflions produces 
rancour and mifery ; and' all together} 
they conftitttte the whole nature and 
kingdom of hell itfelf in the foul. 

But when God is pleafed to inform the 
will of the creature with any meafure of 
■his own benign and benevolent wMl, he 
ftealsit fweetly forth iaaffe&on toothers { 
he fpcaks -peace lo the ^ftonn of rending 

paffions j 
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paffions ; and a new and delightful dawn- 
ing arifes on the fptrit. And thus, on tho 
grand and final confummation, when eve- 
ry will fhall be fubdued to The Will of 
eooD to all, our Jesus will take in hand 
the refigned cordage of our hearts ; he 
will tune them, with fomany inftruments, 
to the fong of his own fenti merits, and 
will touch them with the finger of his own 
divine feelings. Then fhall the wifdom, 
the might, and thegoodnefs of our God,, 
become the wifdom, might, and good- 
nefs of all his intelligent creatures ; the 
happinefs of each fhall multiply and over* 
flow, in the wifhesand participation of 
the happinefs of all; the univerfe (hall 
begin to found with the fong of congratu- 
lation ; and all voices fhall break forth in 
an eternal hallelujah of praife, traufcend* 
ing praife, and glory, tranfcending glory 
to God and the Lamb! 

Purblind realbh, here, will fay, even 
the goodnefs of God himfelf, in the hu- 
man heart, will (ay, If our God is all Love, 
if he is a will to all rectitude and happi* 
nefs in his creatures, why did he fiiffer 
any evil to begin in nature and creature ? 
Could evil have arifen contrary to the will 
of Omnipotence, if Omnipotence had 
willed that it fhould not arife i

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Ah, my friends, no evil ever did, nor 
ever can approach the will of God; nei- 
ther can he will or effect any fpccies of evil 
in nature or creature ; but he can allow a 
temporary evil in the creature, as a tra- 
vail toward its birth into the more emi- 
nent degree of that goodnefs and happi- 
nefs which God effects. God cannot ef- 
fect or take delight in the fufferings of the 
moft abandoned reprobate that ever blaf- 
phemed his name ; but he can will, that 
the finner fhould be reclaimed to happi- 
nefs, even by fuffering, when there are 
no other means, in nature, whereby he 
may be reclaimed. - 

Could creatures, without the expe- 
rience of any lapfe or evil, have been, 
made duly fenfible of the darknefs and 
dependence of their creaturely nature, 
and of the diftance and distinction be- 
tween themiclves and their God ; could 
they have known nature and extent 
of his attributes, with the infinity of his 
love ; couid they have known the dread- 
ful confequences of falling off from him, 
without feeing any example, or expe- 
riencing any confequences of fuch a fall ;

£led to appear cheatfulV that 1 might: 
communicate the lefs of grief to the vor- 
Juntary fiiarers m my mifery. O world* 
wcrld* I laid to myielf, thou once plea- 
fan t world, we have n6w bid a longandk 
eternal adieu to each other ! From thee B 
am jaifc afunder, thbxt art annihilated tix 
in e,' and we mutually rejjjeefc every

Ah* how much deeper was- my 
than that o£ thole in the tomb, «* where: 
** the wkked ceafe from troubling, an& 
* where the weafcy are at reft !" While fc 
waadead to every reli{h of light and of life*

• arife all the fentiments and ienfibilities, 
that warm the heart with love, that ex-

Will he be prefeot to, 
and approachable only by a feleft number 
of his faints ; or will he go certain jow* 
oeys and circuits through the heavens* 
blcffing all in rotation, with his beatific 
prefence ?
